Mississauga man caught after 
series of retail robberies 


A Mississauga man is 
in custody after a series 
of brazen robberies that 
occurred throughout 
Mississauga and Toronto 
over a one-month period. 

20-year old  Hatim 
Abdullahi was charged 
with four counts each of 
possession of a weapon, 
robbery with an offensive 
weapon, disguise with 
intent and possession of 
property obtained by crime. 
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Aside from a May 14 and 
a June 16 robbery at shops 
in Etobicoke, Abdullahi and 
an accomplice robbed two 
Mississauga businesses. 

On May 24, the two 
men robbed a Love Shop 
at Dundas Street East 
and Dixie Road area, 
brandishing a butcher knife 
while stealing cash and 
other property from the 
victim.

say Abdullahi and_ the 
accomplice robbed a kitchen 
store in the Martin Grove 
Road and Burnhamthorpe 
Road area. 

Police from 22 Division 
located Abdullahi and 
arrested him. Abdullahi 
appeared in court on 
Saturday. The accomplice 
has not been identified. He 
is described as black, 18-20 
years old and around five- 
foot-seven to five-foot-ten.

Police have arrested a 
Mississauga man suspected 
of stealing thousands 
of dollars in cash from 
donation boxes at Mosques 
across the city.

Members of Driftwood 
Crips arrested in Peel 


Twelve residents in Peel 
Region, including nine men 
in Brampton and a teenager 
in Mississauga, were arrest- 
ed as part of a large-scale 
crackdown last week by var- 
ious police agencies. 

Members of Peel Region- 
al Police, Toronto Police 
Services and 18 other police 
forces conducted a series 
of search warrants across 
Ontario (named “Project 
Kronic”) against members 
of the Driftwood Crips, a 
violent gang that has ties to 
robberies, shootings, drug 
trafficking and other offens- 
es. 

Among the _ individuals 
arrested in Peel are a 17- 
year old who was charged 
with conspiracy to commit 
robbery, and Tiaven Brown, 
a 28-year old Mississau- 
ga resident who is charged 
with drug trafficking, fire- 
arm possession and other 
offenses. 

The accused men were in 








bail court on June 17. 

The gang members ar- 
rested during Project Kronic 
on June 15 were part of the 
Driftwood Crips, a violent 
gang which were thought to 
have been shut down during 
a series of raids in 2007. 

Since then, the group 
reformed and __ allegedly 
began trafficking in drugs 
throughout Ontario, includ- 
ing shipments of fentanyl 
and cocaine to drug dealers 
in the Sudbury area, ac- 
cording to Toronto Police 
Chief Mark Saunders. 

The 120 men arrested 
during the Project Kronic 
raids were charged with 
more than 650 offenses, 
including robbery, drug 
and weapon trafficking, at- 
tempted murder and con- 
spiracy to kidnap.

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Terror attacks won't deter ‘stiff upper lip’, British ex-pat from 
travelling to England

After 44 years living in 
Canada, British-born Pat 
Burns still takes regular 
trips back to England and 
says recent terror attacks 
will not stop her from going 
back again September. 

“l'm concerned, but it 
won't stop me from going. 
My family are there, and ’'m 
not going to let other people 
dictate how I live my life,” 
she said. 

On the Government of 
Canada website, there is an 
advisory last updated June 
19 which offers Canadians 
planning to travel to the 
UK the following words of 
warning: 

“There is no nationwide 
advisory in effect for the 
United Kingdom. However, 
you should exercise a high 
degree of caution due to the 
threat of terrorism.” Despite 
that, London remains 


among the top choices for 
Canadians looking to travel 
abroad. 


Burns, a longtime 
Brampton resident now 
living in Toronto, - still 


proudly sports a Liverpool 
accent after all these years 
in Canada. 

She credits her defiant 
attitude on the post-war 
upbringing she had in 
England, when tough times 
meant soldiering on and 
making do. 

“That’s the old British 
way you see, isn't it. You 
can keep beating us up but 
were gonna go back for 
more. As a postwar child, 
where we went through a 
lot of rationing, shortages 
and seeing your parents 
struggling because there 
was no, ‘this or that’. 

I don’t know if it makes 
you stronger or what.” 

She was in Manchester 


“just down the road” from 
the horrific terror attack 
on concertgoers leaving an 
Ariana Grande concert May 
22. 

The ISIS-inspired attack 
by a suicide bomber killed 
22 people and injured 50 
others. 

“It was shocking news 
to wake up to. It was all so 
surreal. “ 

In the last five years, Pat 
and her husband Ed have 
travelled to some of the 
worlds ‘hotspots’ including 
Israel, Egypt and Turkey. 

She says the recent 
attacks and violence in those 
countries would deter her 
from travelling there again 
anytime soon. 

“All those places I’m glad 
I went then. I wouldn't 
go back to those places, “ 
she said. “Would I return, 
absolutely not. I was there 
before the last lot of trouble

Elena Price says there 
used to be a few closures 
a year at the Square One 
Shopping Centre, but 
changing trends are push- 
ing more brick-and-mortar 
operations into insolvency. 

“Alone in 2017 to date, 
we already have 10 re- 
tailers that have filed for 
bankruptcy at Square One, 
five of those which have 
already closed. The balance 
will close in the rest of the 
year.” 

“Our teams are incur- 
ring a significant amount 
of cost that are incurred 
when these stores close,” 
she said. 

Price puts the blame 
squarely on Internet shop- 
ping which has exploded in 
popularity in recent years. 

“There’s an exponential 
growth in online shop- 
ping which has critically 
impacted the sales coming 


through our retailers at our 
shopping centres.” 

Square One argued in 
favor of the Vacant Unit 
Rebate Program, which 
helps shopping centres 
offset the cost of having re- 
tailers close down. “In most 
bankruptcy cases, empty 
units are vacated, leaving 
the landlord with any un- 
planned costs, dismantling 
storefront signs, installing 
window graphics” and oth- 
er expenses, Price said. 

A report dated June 8, 
2017 says the program may 
be a “deterrent to vibrant 
communities and that 
eliminating the rebate may 
encourage more creative 
ways of filling vacancies.” 

The rebate may be a good 
thing for large shopping 
centres, but Mississau- 
ga Ward 11 Councillor 
George Carlson says it’s left 
other retailers in Business 
Improvement Areas (BIA) 





holding the bag. 

He says retailers in 
Streetsville are asking “why 
are we paying the BIA tax 
to support people who 
bought property that open- 
ly admit they’re making 
more money holding the 
land.” 

Councillors considered a 
motion to refer the matter 
but in the end, voted to 
support the staff report and 
phase out the rebate. A staff 
review will be held in one 
year.

“The people I talked to, 
particularly in my area, see 
something behind the ‘slush 
fund’ and they start asking 
questions about what it is,” 
Palleschi said. 

At the Wednesday, June 
21 meeting, Brampton 
City Council voted to call 
in police to investigate 
the controversial bonus 
program that made $1.25

million in payouts to non- 
union employees dating 
back to 2009. 


The system of bonus 
payouts known as_ the 
Outside Policy Requests 


(OPR) program was _ set 
up by senior staff which 
cut cheques for tens of 
thousands of dollars a 
year to other non-union 
employees while keeping 
elected officials out of the 
loop. 

Palleschi says he thinks a 
police probe will ultimately 
turn up no evidence of 
wrongdoing, adding that 
similar funds exist in the 
private sector. 

He preferred to have an 
internal audit before calling 
in the cops but says the 
important thing is to clear 


the air with the public. 
“One thing the 
investigation does is 


restores confidence in the 


public and to members of 
council that may not have 
that confidence now,” he 
said. 

Regional Councillor Gael 
Miles supported the police 
probe, saying, “I don’t 
believe this is going to end 
unless there is a_ police 
investigation.”

Cabbies declare ‘partial victory as City issues 38 new taxi plates 


For the third week in a 
row, Mississauga cabbies 
packed council chambers 
hoping to pressure the city 
not to issue any new plates. 

This time, they walked 
away with a ‘partial victory.’ 

The beleaguered taxi 
industry is in crisis due 
to competition from the 
popular ridesharing service 
Uber. 

At the Wednesday, June 
21, meeting, Peel Taxi 
Alliance spokesman Sami 
Khairallah implored council 
not to add any more com- 
petition by issuing more 
plates. 

“Don’t kick us when we’re 
down,” he said. 

Drivers were bitterly 
opposed to the original 
proposal to issue 250 new 
plates saying it would ‘flood 
the market’ and destroy 
what’s left of their business. 

Council responded by 
issuing a revised motion 
calling for the issuance of 
just 38. 


Ward 5 Councillor 
Carolyn Parrish called the 
revised motion “a compas- 
sionate move” for those who 
have been on the waiting 
list for plates since 1995, 
“paying a chunk of money 
to rent a plate.” 

In speaking directly to 
the cabbies in the audience, 
Parrish said, “you need to 
have some compassion, 
some understanding be- 
cause you all went through 
this unless you bought your 
plate from somebody.” 

“Issuing plates to these 
38 people is a compromise 
and it’s not going to destroy 
you,” she said. 

Councillors voted unan- 
imously in favour of the 
revised motion and cabbies 
cleared out of the chambers 
immediately after. 

Calling the vote a ‘partial 
victory, Khairallah said he’s 
glad council nixed the idea 
of issuing 250. “Dealing 
with 250 new plates, we 
would’ve been gone, demol- 





ished.” 

Despite declaring a 
partial victory, he attacked 
council for having a poor 
grasp of the business reali- 
ties facing the industry. 

“They didn’t hear us,” 
he said. “The 
problem is that 
some of the 
council, they 
don’t under- 
stand how the 
business works. 
They think that 
they’re helping 
the people get 
these plates to 
compete with 
Uber. Unfor- 
tunately, they 
are not the ones 
who generate 
business.” 

There’s 
currently an 
18-month 
pilot project in 
place allowing 
services like 
Uber to operate 


in Mississauga. 

Critics of the project say 
there will be little left of the 
city’s taxi industry by the 
time the pilot project ends. 

Some drivers have floated 
the idea of a class action 


lawsuit against the City if 
there’s no compensation 
offered to the owners, some 
of whom have lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.

Brampton city 
council’s nose is out 


of joint

Many councillors are upset 
that the fast-growing city 
is not part of the provincial 
Liberal government’s plan 
for a high-speed rail system 
that would connect Toronto 
to London, Windsor and 
other southwestern Ontario 
cities. 

Brampton is not one of the 
proposed stops along that 
future system. 

Though there’s no doubt 
the city needs expanded 
rail and transit service, 
Brampton may now be 
reaping the bitter harvest 
of the seeds it sowed two 
years ago when Brampton 
City Council rejected a 
plan to allow the proposed 
Hurontario Light Rapid 
Transit line to run along 
Main Street to the Brampton 
GO station. 

At that time in the fall 
of 2015, the city wanted 
an alternative route and 
worried about low ridership 
projections for the Main 
Street portion of the LRT. 

The $1.4 billion 
project linking the city to 
Mississauga and the GO 
network will now end at 
Steeles Ave. at the Brampton 
Gateway Station, thereby 
limiting transit options for 
thousands of Brampton 
residents. 

There may be bad blood 
between Brampton and the 
provincial Metrolinx transit 
agency over the failure of the 
Main Street LRT plan. 

It’s hard to say whether 
that 2015 rejection had any 
impact on the decision to 


exclude Brampton from 
the latest high-speed rail 
proposal. 


High-speed rail systems 
around the world use so- 
called bullet trains that can 
travel up to 300 kilometres 
an hour on special tracks 


and advanced locomotive 
technology. But building and 
maintaining such systems is 
expensive and can require 
billions of dollars in public 
investments to get off the 
ground. 

In Ontario, the Liberal 
plan to launch high-speed 
rail by 2025 is undergoing 
a $15 million environment 
review ordered by the 
province - the latest in 
dozens of studies promoting 
high-speed rail in Canada in 
the last 30 years. 

Still, the odds are long 
that such expensive rail 
infrastructure will be built in 
this country. 

Brampton’s __ politicians 
are right to be upset that 
Canada’s ninth-biggest 
city doesn’t have better rail 
service. 

But the city should not 
worry about the future of 
high-speed rail because 
given the political and 
financial realities it is highly 
unlikely such an expensive 
system would ever see the 
light of day. 

Canada’s rail lines are 
already clogged with freight 
trains carrying everything 
from grain to auto parts, 
lumber and oil so introducing 
high-speed rail would mean 
new dedicated and expensive 
parallel tracks along major 
stretches. 

Meanwhile, high-speed 
rail would have to compete 
with Via Rail’s own 
multibillion-dollar plan to 
improve its own Windsor- 
Quebec service. 

Cost estimates vary but 
a high speed rail system 
in Ontario could cost $20 
billion plus and likely much 
more. 


The idea has _ long 
been flogged by Liberal 
governments at the 


provincial and federal level, 
and would be unlikely 
to be backed by a Tory 
administration if Ontario 
voters oust the Liberals 


in next year’s election as 
recent polls predict. 

At the same _ time, 
pressure is mounting on 
other more important 
government spending 
priorities. 

In health care, annual 
spending has tripled in the 
last two decades to about 
$54 billion - and could soar 
by another $50 billion over 
the next 10 years at historic 
growth rates and as the 
population ages. 

That means. taxpayers 
will not be likely to back 
big tax hikes needed to 
pay for an overly expensive 
high-speed rail system in a 
looming future of expected 
government spending 
restraint. 

Like much infrastructure 
today, public-private 
partnerships may _ be 
created to develop such 
ambitious systems like 
high-speed rail. 

But that could mean 
high ticket prices, fees and 
government guarantees 
that could make such travel 
prohibitively expensive for 
the average consumer. 

Stull, proponents of 
high-speed rail continue to 
promote the idea. 

In Canada, high speed 
rail corridors have been 
studied for the Windsor 
to Quebec City corridor, 


Edmonton to Calgary, 
Vancouver-Seattle and 
other routes. 

Meanwhile, big 


companies like train maker 
Bombardier, engineering 
giant SNC-Lavalin and 
Canada’s’ biggest rail 
operator, CN, have studied 
various high-speed rail 
ideas and train technology 
that never really got off the 
ground. 

So the City of Brampton 
shouldn’t worry about not 
being invited to the high- 
speed rail dance. 

They should look at other 
options and other dance 
partners.

Historic arms depot begins 
the rehabilitation process 
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Reimagine with the Small Arms Society

A historic property that 
previously served as a mu- 
nitions plant in the Second 
World War is getting a new 
lease on life. 

Members of the federal, 
provincial and municipal 
government broke ground 
this past weekend to cele- 
brate the reconstruction of 
the Small Arms Building in 
Lakeview. 

The property is being 
converted into a creative 
hub for artists, as part of a 
community-driven project 
stretching back several de- 
cades. 

The project was funded 
with $1 million from the 
government as part of the 
Canada 150 Community In- 
frastructure Program. 

The Small Arms Building 
is the last remaining facil- 
ity on the Arsenal Lands 
site in Lakeview that dates 
back to the 1940s. It was a 
former munitions plant that 
employed more than 400 
women who constructed 
handheld weapons during 
the Second World War. 

One of those women, Dor- 
othy Browne, served as an 
inspector from 1940 - 1943, 
and bunked in a dormito- 
ry with her fellow workers 
across the street from the 
plant.

battlefields on the other side 
of the world. 

“I was very conscious of 
my work,” she said. “If I 
didn’t inspect a component 
of a weapon correctly, it 
could mean life or death for 
one of those young men.” 

After nearly being demol- 
ished in 2008, the Lakeview 
Legacy Community Foun- 
dation was established to 
recognize the historical and 
cultural importance of the 
site, along with the City of 
Mississauga giving it official 
status under the Ontario 
Heritage Act in 2009. 

The redevelopment of the 
site was of particular impor- 
tance to local residents, in- 
cluding Mississauga-South 
MPP Charles Sousa, who 
lived in Lakeview as a child

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in the 1960s. 

Three oak trees sourced 
from acorns found in Vimy 
Ridge in France were also 
planted in front of the build- 
ing to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the 
battle this past April.

Brampton Glass Manufacturer Fined 
$100,000 for Accident 


A bottle-manufacturing 
company in_- Brampton 
is feeling the heat after 
pleading guilty and being 
fined $100,000 as a result 
of a worker suffering a 
permanent injury. 

On February 27, 2016, 
an employee was working 
at the industrial site in the 
bottle forming department 
of O-I Canada Corporation’s 
glass-manufacturing 


facility, located at 100 
West Dr. 

The employee and a 
machine operator were 


working on a machine 
known as the Individual 
Section (IS) bottle making 
machine, which produces 
100 bottles per minute by 
forming molten “gobs” 
of glass at 1,200 degrees 
Celsius. 
The 
machine 
jointly 
standard 


worker and_ the 
Operator were 
performing a 
operating 


procedure which included 
inspecting bottles and 
changing all neck rings and 
plungers. 

Toward the completion 
of the task, the worker was 
removing rings from the 
front of the machine and 
lost sight of one of the rings. 

The machine operator 
closed the mold so that the 
worker could reach in and 
retrieve the ring. 

While the worker was 
reaching in, the mold moved 
from the closed position to 
the open position. When the 
mold opened, this pinched 
the worker’s hand between 
the mold and a shaft for 
several minutes, until a 
co-worker used a switch to 
close the mold again. 

When the mold closed, 
the worker was able to 
remove the hand _ but 
suffered critical crush and 
burn injuries that required 
surgery and resulted in 


We Rise Together report outlines 
challenges for Black youths in Peel 


Peel District School 
Board’s plan to support 
Black male students for the 
2017-18 school year was 
approved Monday night. 

The We Rise Together 
Accountability Report 
outlines a plan to 
help Black youths, via 
mandatory awareness 
training, the creation of an 
advisory council, an annual 
parent engagement event, 
resources to support Black 
mentorship programs 
in schools, and ongoing 
research to measure Black 
student achievement. 

The We Rise Together 
Plan was originally 
released in October 2016 
to identify and minimize 
the marginalization 
experienced by Black males 
in Peel board schools.

research with students and 
their schools. 

The action plan for 
2017-18 is organized into 
four areas, which include 
communuity engagement, 
events to encourage Black 
student leadership and 
development, and bias 
awareness professional 
development. 

PDSB previously held 
their inaugural We Rise 
Together conference in 
May 2017, and is planning 
another conference for 
next year. A symposium 
is also planned for 
October 2017 which 
will be geared towards 
educators developing Black 
mentorship programs at 
the school level. 

The board will host a 
community event at the 
HJA Brown Education 
Centre on Sept. 23, 2017, 
to share the report and 
answer questions.

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Brampton Fire officials warn residents 
about fire safety standards

The City of Brampton is 
taking steps to ensure that 
local residents are aware 
of fire safety and building 
standards, in the wake of 
last week’s devastating 
high-rise apartment 
building fire in London, 
England. 

Brampton Fire and 
Emergency Services 
released a statement 
Tuesday evening telling 
apartment owners that 
the tragedy in England 
couldn’t be replicated in 
the city. 

“While there is a certain 
level of unpredictability 
in every fire situation, 
Fire Code and building 
standards adhered to 
in Ontario make this an 
unlikely event here,” said 
Brampton Fire Chief 
Michael Clark. 

“Early reports indicate 
the cladding installed on 





the exterior wall caused 
the fire to spread rapidly 
between floors. This 
cladding is prohibited 
under the Ontario Building 
Code, and does not exist in 
Brampton.” 

Apartment buildings 
in Ontario are required 
to be maintained to the 
requirements of the Fire 
Code where applicable. 

Most apartments are 
designed to prevent the 
spread of fire. Fire alarm 
systems, sprinkler systems 
and other fire prevention 
components, including 
safety plans, fire escape 
routes and fire doors are 
required and subject to 
inspection. 

“In our experience, 
apartment fires in 
Brampton have been 
contained to the unit in 
which they started,” said 
Clark. “Construction 
standards and materials 
and sprinkler systems help 


to prevent the fire from 
spreading, and sometimes 
the fires are out even before 
our crews arrive.” 

There are common and 
preventable ways most fires 
start, regardless of whether 
you live in an apartment or 
a house. 

A working smoke alarm 
is a critical link in the 
fire safety chain for you 
and your family. Ensure 
you have working smoke 
alarms by all sleeping 
areas. Test them monthly 
and replace batteries every 
year. 

It is a tenant’s 
responsibility to notify 
the landlord as soon 
as the tenant becomes 
aware that the smoke 
alarm is disconnected, not 
operating, or is impaired. 

If there’s a fire in your 
unit, get everyone out, 
close the doors behind you 
and exit the building. If 
there is a fire alarm system, 
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pull the fire alarm and call 
911, alerting others about 
the fire. 

If the fire alarm in your 
building goes off, then you 
need to decide what to 
do. Every fire is different. 
You must act immediately 
upon hearing the fire 
alarm. If you decide to 
stay, be ready to go. If you 
discover the fire, if there 
is smoke, or if you are not 
sure, get out and stay out. 

You must always 
protect yourself from 
smoke. Most fire deaths 
are a result of the smoke, 
not the fire. If you remain 
in your unit, seal cracks 
around your door with 
duct tape and towels. 
Don’t use the elevators, 
and if you encounter 
smoke in stairways, 
return to your unit or a 
neighbour’s unit. 

“Protect what matters 
most to you - your family,” 
said Clark. “Test your 
smoke alarms and know 
your building’s fire safety 
procedures.”

Barbecuing: Celebrate Canada Day safely 


Barbecuing is one of the 
great pleasures of summer, 
and Caledon Fire and 
Emergency Services wants to 
make sure everyone enjoys 
the season safely. 

“Before you fire up that 
barbecue, check the tank and 
hose for leaks,” said Dave 
Pelayo, Chief Fire Prevention 
Officer. 

“Remember that 
barbecues are for outdoor 
use only. Using a barbecue 
indoors can create carbon 
monoxide — an odourless, 
colourless, poisonous gas 
— and breathing in carbon 
monoxide is extremely 
harmful.” 

Remember to grill safely 
this summer by using the 
following tips: 

- Do not leave barbecue 
grills unattended. 

- Always make sure the 
gas grill lid is open before 
lighting it. 


- Barbecue grills should 
be placed well away from 
the home, deck railings and 
out from under eaves and 
overhanging branches. 

- Keep children and pets at 
least three feet away from the 
grill area. 

- If someone is burned, run 
cool water over the wound 
for three to five minutes and 
seek medical attention if 
necessary. 

Safety is important when 
handling and deployinhg 
fireworks. 

During Canada Day 
celebrations, fireworks may 
only be set off on July 1 and 
only on private property. 
Setting off fireworks on 
public property, parks, 
roads or sidewalks is strictly 
prohibited. 

Retailers can only sell 
fireworks during the 10 days 
prior to Canada Day, starting 
June 21, 2017. 


All retailers must purchase 
a permit prior to selling any 
type of fireworks, which can 
be picked up at Caledon Fire 
and Emergency Services, 
located at 6211 Old Church 
Rd, at a cost of $179.00. 

Remember to do the 
following safety checks when 
using fireworks: 

- Keep sparklers away from 
children. Hot sparklers can 
burn. 

- Appoint a responsible 
person to be in charge. 

- Carefully read and follow 
the directions on fireworks 
packaging. 

- Always keep a hose or 
pail of water close by when 
discharging fireworks. 

- Place discharged 
fireworks in a bucket full 
of water, well away from 
buildings, and combustible 
materials such as garbage, 
trees, or dry grass.

The most recent report 
from the Canadian Red 
Cross (2009-2014) states 
42 per cent of deaths 
by drowning in Ontario 
occurred in a lake. 

Peel Region is known to 
have beautiful and soothing 
rivers, streams and creeks, 
but don’t be misled by the 
tranquility. The same report 
states that 20 per cent of 
drowning deaths happened 
in rivers/streams/creeks. 


Drowning deaths 
involving private pools 
accounted for 13 per 
cent of water-related 


fatalities according to the 
aforementioned report. 

Before you head to the 
pool or lake, check the 
weather conditions and 
know your swimming 
ability: don’t underestimate 
the power of currents. Swim 
or play with a buddy and 
keep an eye on children, the 
Red Cross suggests. 

“The absence of adult 
supervision is a factor in 
most child fatalities. Always 
actively watch children 


around water, even if they 
can swim, and stay close 
enough to assist your 
children if they get into 
trouble while they are in 
the water,” the Red Cross 
advises. 

To keep your backyard 
pool safe, the Red Cross 
says to “build a fence that 
has a self-closing and self- 
latching gate; keep the 
gate closed with restricted 
access at all times. Refer to 
your municipal bylaws for 
fencing requirements. Have 
readily accessible reaching 
or throwing assists, a 
working phone and first aid 
kit.” 

The Red Cross has 
several tips to help keep you 
and your family safe this 
summer whether you are on 
open water, in the backyard 
pool or using recreational 
water toys. 

Don’t drink and _ play: 
There is no safe way to mix 
alcohol or drugs with water 
activities. 

Non-swimmers _ should 
wear a lifejacket at all times: 


This will help your child to 
stay at the surface in the 
event of an unexpected 
fall into the water. The 
child should practice 
righting him/herself and 
moving while wearing the 
lifejacket in a controlled 
environment. 

Lifejackets and PFDs 
(personal flotation devices) 
are not a substitute for 
adult supervision. 

Take all toys out of pools 
when you get out: Children 
are often attracted to toys 
floating in the pool and can 
easily fall in iftrying to reach 
for one. Help your kids by 
removing temptation; make 
sure pools are clear of toys 
when people are out of the 
water. 

Consult the Red Cross 
for information about how 
to choose a life jacket/ 
personal flotation device.

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Physical Literacy Critical to 
Maintaining Good Health 


Understanding the importance of physical 
activity brings a world of benefits

Physical movement is 
critical to human health. 

Physical and _ Health 
Education Canada defines 
a physically literate person 
as someone who moves with 
confidence and competence 
in a wide variety of physical 
activities in multiple 
environments that benefit 
the healthy development of 
the whole person. 

There is serious concern 
amongst health and fitness 
professionals with the 
declining level of physical 
activity in the general 
population. 

The percentage of obesity 
and those considered 
overweight is growing at a 
rate that is unprecedented 
in human history. 

Lifestyle related illnesses 
and diseases like heart 
attack, stroke and diabetes 
are at an all time high. 

Sheldon Persad, a local 
fitness expert who _ has 
been training national 
and Olympic class athletes 
for 25 years, commented 
that “Experts in the field 
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of health and fitness have 
concluded that there is 
currently a global pandemic 
of childhood obesity. As 
a result, for the first time 
in human history, today’s 
children will not a have 
the life expectancy of their 


parents.” 
Our dependency on 
motorized transportation 


and a fundamental shift in 
the nature of work towards 
knowledge based industries 
means many of us _ live 
largely inactive lives. 

Without the competency 
to engage in free time 
physical activities, many 
folks are just not getting 
anywhere near enough 
exercise to stay healthy. 

The old saying still rings 
true - “Use it or lose it.” The 
less you do, the less you are 
able to do. The more you do, 
the more you are able to do. 

The ideal time to become 
physically literate is early in 
life. Learning to run, bike 
swim, ski our play ball as 
an example are best learned 
when you are young. 

Motor _ skills become 
second nature and we are 
more likely to continue on 
with these activities as we 
move through life. 

Researcher Istvan 
Baly, who was one of the 
architects of the Long 
Term Athlete Development 
(LTAD) for Athletics 
Canada, has suggested that 


ideal time to engage children 
in fundamental physical 
activities is between the age 
of 6-10 years. Fundamental 
physical activities include 
track & field and gymnastics. 

I personally had_ the 
good fortunate of having 


an athletic father and 
grandfather who put me 
into everything. They 


encouraged it and expected 
me to work at it. 

I loved it and it has carried 
me through my entire life. 
My passion for sports is very 
high and it all started as a 
youth. 

I make time for plenty 
of physical activity in my 
weekly schedule. I look 
forward to it and I enjoy it. 

That is not to say that 
physical literacy cannot be 
learned as an adult. I know 
many amateur athletes 
who did not really start 
their career until after they 
completed university, got a 
job and got into the swing 
of life. 

Many folks I know have 
started from scratch as a 
newbie in a variety of sports 
and have gone on to be 
champions. 

Learning to be physically 
competent later in life is not 
easy but it can be done with 
SUCCESS. 

However, it does require 
a fundamental change of 
lifestyle. Change is difficult 
for most folks to manage. 





To learn a new sport 
and make time for it 
requires an alteration 
in your weekly routine. 

This can prove 
problematic 
particularly in the 
beginning. Until the 
new lifestyle becomes 
second nature, it 
will require plenty 
of perseverance and 
determination. 

You have to find a 
way to keep going, find 
reasons to continue 
to engage your new 
activity and enjoy the 
time. Too often, the old 
habits take over and we 
fall back to the same 
inactive routine. 

Nothing really 
happens in this regard 
unless we make it 
happen. If we always 
do what we always did, 
we will always get what 
we always got. 

Being physically 
active has many 
benefits including weight 
control, increased muscle 
strength, stronger heart and 
lung capacity, reduced blood 


pressure and_ cholesterol 
count. 
Not to mention that 


engaging in regular physical 
activity makes us feel better. 
Being happy and in a good 
frame of mind enhances our 
individual health and the 
relationships we have with 
other people. 

Self-esteem is an 
important part of mental 
health and a sense well 
being. 

Physical literacy can build 
self-esteem and confidence 
leading to a more healthy 
well rounded person. 

The Ontario provincial 
government recently sent 
out a press release entitled 











“Ontario Making it Safer 
and Easier to Commute by 
Bike.” 

The government is 
committing $50 million 
this year from its carbon 
market to enhance and 
improve bike lanes in order 
to encourage commuters 
and those making frequent 
trips to do so by bike rather 
than traditional motorized 
transportation. 

I think this is wonderful 
and it shows the 
government’s commitment 
to encourage the population 
to become physically active. 
They are certainly doing 
their part. 

Unfortunately they can’t 
make the use of the bike 
lanes a requirement. The 
option to use the lanes is at 
the discretion of the user. 

It still boils down to the 
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individual to make _ the 
necessary change to his 
or her life style in order 
to make time for physical 


activity in their lives.

Supporting local charities with Starr’s on the Credit

After twelve years, the 
spirit of community giving 
is greater than ever in Peel, 
and one city councillor 
has been helping to make 
a demonstrable impact on 
the region. 

Mississauga Ward 6 
Councillor Ron Starr has 
been running Starr’s on the 
Credit since 2005. 

Billed as an annual 
themed garden party, the 
event raises funds for local 
charities and organizations, 
including the Alzheimer 
Society of Peel, Trillium 
Health Partners and Credit 
Valley Hospital. 

Each year, Starr and 
his family bring hundreds 
of guests, including 
community advocates, 
colleagues and friends, to 
their home on Mississauga 
Road, where they enjoy 
live entertainment and 
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auctions, along with dinner 
and drinks. 

The event continues to 
sell out yearly, with this 
year’s event being a themed 
red-and-white affair in 
honor of Canada Day. 

ErinoakKids Centre 
for Treatment and 
Development will once 
again be the beneficiary for 
this year’s event. 

Founded in 1971, 
ErinoakKids provides 
treatment and support for 
children with disabilities 
in Peel. 

Since then, it has grown 
to become the largest 
children’s treatment centre 
in the province, serving 
more than 15,000 children 
with disabilities and their 
families each year. 

The centre continues to 
provide medical, therapy 
and support services to 
help children and youth 
with disabilities, but the 
needs are greater than ever. 


Many children within 
Peel Region use or are 
impacted by the services 
provided by Erinoak, 
including physiotherapy 
and occupational therapy 
services, as well as speech 
and language training, 
infant hearing services, 
medical needs and much 
more. 

The need for additional 
support and funding from 
community advocates 
comes at a critical time, as 
Erinoak is planning to open 
three new facilities, located 
in Mississauga, Brampton 
and Oakville. 

The facilities will offer 
expanded services to 
children with disabilities 
in all three cities and 
are scheduled to open 
throughout late 2017 
and early 2018. The 
organization has credited 
the generous support of 
charitable groups like 
Starrs on the Credit, service 





groups, businesses and 
individuals for helping 
them to realize their dream 
of delivering critical and 
coordinated to those in 
need. Starr’s on the Credit 
has raised over $200,000 


since 2005 and has 
continued to grow larger 
each year, with more than 
300 guests attending last 
year’s event.

the South Fletcher’s and 
Gore Meadows commu- 
nity centres, downtown at 
Four Corners, Cyril Clark

the Civic Centre, Mount 
Pleasant Village and coming 
this fall, Springdale Branch 
at Bramalea Road and San- 
dalwood Parkway. 

Library branches are 
community hubs, offering 
free services, programs, 
and events that inspire 
connections for all ages and 
interests.

David O’Hearn 


For most people, fear 
can be a deterrent. For 
MARTY Award-winning 
musician, actor, and 
producer David O’Hearn, 
it’s a motivator. 

“T wanted to do it 
because I hadn’t done 
anything scary in a while,” 
said O’Hearn of his first 
foray into acting in 2004. 
At the time, O’Hearn had 
made a name for himself 
as a multi-instrumentalist 
in rock, Top 40, and folk 
bands. On a friend’s 
recommendation, 
O’Hearn auditioned for 
a role in City Centre 
Musical Production’s 


version of Guys and Dolls. 


Despite having no acting 
experience, O’Hearn 
got the part. He loved 
the experience and has 
gone on to act in over 40 
theatrical productions. 
Similarly, O’Hearn had 
no experience composing 
for film when he asked 
his friends, director Dany 
Geshan and producer 


Morgan Muscat, if they 
needed someone to 

score the short film he 
was producing, 2010’s 
Severance. O’Hearn was 
hired, and since written 
music for five other films. 

When asked what drives 
him, O’Hearn mentions 
his love for trying new 
things. Different aspects 
of his multifaceted career 
fulfill him in different 
ways. O’Hearn loves the 
“instant gratification” of 
performing in front of an 
audience and “feeding 
off the energy in the 
room”, but he equally 
enjoys the perfectionism 
and meticulousness 
of recording and 
composition. 

O’Hearn also loves 
producing other people’s 
music. “You end up going 
places the songwriter 
never imagined,” he says. 
“You have more input 
in the process — you're 
adding ideas and making 
suggestions. Saying things 
like, ‘I love this part — can 
we move it over here?” 

O’Hearn plays in 
four different bands, 
performing everything 
from R&B to classic rock. 
“For musicians, it helps 
to be versatile,” says 
O’Hearn.

Brampton continues to 
lead Peel region in new 
home starts the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor- 
poration (CMHC) reports. 

In May Brampton had 
402 new home starts: 1,954 
for the year. Mississauga 
had 21 new home starts last 
month, bringing its total for 
the year to 721, while Cale- 
don had 38 new home starts 
in May; 210 for the year. 
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Mississauga 


Mississauga’s May new 
home starts are down sig- 
nificantly from May 2016, 
which had 202 starts, but 
at 721 starts for the year, 
much higher than 459 starts 
from January to May 2016. 

Mississauga’s May 2017 
new home starts were com- 
prise of 19 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. 





















Caledon’s 38 May new 
home starts were com- 
prised of 36 singles and two 
semi-detached homes. It’s a 
drop from May 2016 which 
had 60 new home starts, 
however, at 210 new starts 
for the first four months of 
2017, there’s been a signifi- 
cant increase over the same 
period in 2016 which had 
160 starts. 
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Slight decrease in home transactions in Peel

The Brampton Real Es- 
tate Board (BREB) reports 
a slight decrease in month 
over month home transac- 
tions in Peel. Only Caledon 
had an increase in property 
values. 

On April 20, the Govern- 
ment of Ontario announced 
new measures to address 
hot housing markets, sup- 
ply and affordability: there 
has been some impact, but 
is that because of the plan 
or the naturally occurring 
market forces and the time 
of year. 

“Yes, the markets have 
changed. However, it is 
difficult to contribute these 
changes to the Provincial 
Fair Housing Plan. As the 
real estate market tradi- 
tionally enters an increase 
of property supply, known 





as the spring market just 
about the same time as the 
announcement from the 
Government,” said Denise 
Dilbey, president-elect of 
BREB. 

Calling this a balanced 
market, Dilbey said there 
were 1,120 home transac- 
tions in April in Brampton: 
in May there were 918. 
Caledon had 119 home 
transactions in April and in 
May. Mississauga had 1,127 
home transactions in April 
and 1,071 in May. 


“Buyers now 
have time to 


shop around,” 
she added. 

The average sale price of 
detached home dipped in 
Brampton from $902,211 in 
April to $871,052 in May. 
It was a similar situation in 
Mississauga for a detached 
home: $1,237,499 in April; 
$1,136,083 in May. Cale- 
don had a slight increase 


from $1,077,006 in April to 
$1,190,527 in May. 
“However, these proper- 
ties range dramatically in 
property lot sizes, making 
if difficult to accurately pre- 
dict a trend,” Dilbey said. 
It’s hard to say which 
market in Peel is the hot- 
test. Homes spent a few 
more days on market in 
May, but all three are close 
together: Brampton at 11, 
Caledon at 13 and Missis- 
sauga at 10. Single-family 
homes are still the best 
sellers by “value of sale.”
